recalling that he was born at Ro- 
chester. Kent England February 6 
1BR.V the son of Canon Arthur John 
Webster Thorndike He was edu- 
cated at St Oeorge 1 school Wind- 
sor Castle and at (lie Klnc 1 school. 
Rochester 

As a boy. Russell Thorndike sang 
In the choir at the Chapel Royal. 
Windsor Castle He was boy soloist 
i to the late Queen Victoria, and last 
1 sang at Windsor on the occasion of 
I her funeral. He was a student at 
Ben Oreet's academy of acting. He 
made his first appearance on the 
stage at the Theater Royal. August 
4 1904. as John Rugby' In "The 
Merry Wives of Windsor." 

In September, 1905, he came to 
America with Ben Orret. and made 
a first appearance In New York In 
Henry V " He remained with Ben 
Oreet's company for four years, 
playing numerous parts. On his re- 
turn to England he appeared at the 
Court theatre, London, under Wil- 
liam Hariland and Oerald Lawrence 
In 1911. he accompanied Matheson 
Lang to South Africa and thence 
to India and the far East In ex- 
tensive repertorle.

When asked If there was coeduca- 
tion In Germany. I>r Roesch said 
that theie was She further stated 
that the majority of girls In the 
universities study the natural sci- 
ences and that far more study medi- 
cine than In the American colleges 

Recreations and amusements for 
German students do not differ from 
ours Tennis, swimming, and fenc- 
ing are the chief forms of physical 
education It Is Interesting to note 
that all freshman girls In the Oer- 
man universities must, aa f 
lea. take a year of physical 
tlon 

The cost of attendance at a uni- 
versity varies Dr Roesch believes 
that the cost depends on the student 
and on the town in which he stu- 
dies 

/I simlliarity of German and 
American universities Is that they 
both use the lecture system exten- 
sively A difference Is that Amer- 
ican professors require attendance 
at lectures while Oerman professors 
do not 

Dr. Roesch stated further that 
Journalism was not taught In the 
Oerman universities.
